“ cause” and to n ight all 
of them 
were happy even th o u g h their feet 
did hurt. 
Three of the ‘'h ik e r s ” , “ G eneral” 
Rosalie Jones, “ Colonel” Ida 
Craft 
and “Corporal” M a rth a Klatschken 
walked the entire distance of IGG 
miles in six days and a half. 
They 
covered about lo miles a day ami 
slept only 30 hours, they said. d u r­ 
ing the journey. 
While the roads 
were rough and a t times a bitter 
wind bore down upon 
the 
little 
“ a r m y ” the women finished in fair­ 
ly ’good condition. 
“ I don't want to m ake the ‘hike’ 
again this year,” General Jones said 
as she sank into a big- leath er chair 
in the assembly cham ber. “ We shall 
march next year however, and ev­ 
ery year thereafter until women are 
granted suffrage.” 
Governor Glynn received the suff­ 
ragettes late in the afternoon.

Jones carried a lighted lantern into 
the executive chamber. 
“ What's the idea,”

the 
governor. 
“ I'm looking for an honest states­ 
m a n ,” replied the general laughing. 


“ You will have a hard time

The governor appeared loathe to 
accept a “ votes for women” button

“ Let F r a n k do it.” he said re f e r ­ 
ring to his secretary, F ra nk T ie r­ 
ney, finally, however, the solid a r ­ 
ray of women forced both the gov­ 
ernor and Tierney to accept badges.

Jam es B. Angell, president em eritus 
of the University of Michigan, a t­ 
tained the age of 85 today and was 
showered with messages of greeting 
'from friends throughout the coun­ 
try. 
The facility, 
students 
and 
alum ni of the university desired to 
join in a public celebration of the 
anniversary, but the plan was aban­ 
doned because of the state of Dr. 
Angeil’s health. 
During 
the past 
sum m er the veteran educator w as 
not as well as usual. In th eau turn ii 
he developed pneumonia, following 
an attack of heart failure, and for 
a time serious fears were e n terta in ­ 
ed for his recovery. 
In the history of American educa­ 
tion there arc few records to com ­ 
pare 'with th a t of Dr. Angell. 
For 
3S years he was the a c t iv e head of 
| one of the greatest of state universi- 
! ties, while his entire career as an ed- 
| neat or em braces a total of fro* years. 
I In addition, his services to the pub­ 
lic as a diplom at and mem ber of 
national commissions have been of 
a distinguished order. 
The birthplace of Dr. Angell was 
Scituate, R. I. 
As a boy he lived 
the life of a country lad and a t­ 
tended the district school. 
Ea.ger to 
learn, he attended a Quarker acad­ 
emy and prepared for Brown univer­ 
sity, which he entered in 1845, and 
from which he was graduated four 
years later, with the highest honors 
of his class. 
After his graduation from Brown 
he taught for a year, then his fail­ 
ing health m ade him live an o u t­ 
door life for a time. 
He took a trip 
through the south and then went to 
Europe. 
In France, Germany and 
Italy he spent two years and 
re­ 
turned hom e to accept the chair of 
tnodrn languages in his alma m ater. 
In 1860 he resigned his professor­ 
ship to become editor of the Provi­ 
dence Journal. 
A fter six years el 
editorial work he returned to the 
educational field as president of the 
University of Vermont, w here 
he 
served five years, until 18 71, when 
he accepted the presidency of the 
University of Michigan. 
In 1880 President Angell was ap­ 
pointed United States m inister to 
China, at a time when the highest 
diplomacy was needed. 
Many ques­ 
tions of commercial im portance had 
arisen and the vexed problem of 
Ch I noise imm igration was to lie set­ 
tled. 
He became also chairm an of 
a special commission to n e g o tia te 1 
two treaties with China. 
In 1 8 87 be was appointed m inister 
plenipotentiary for the United States 
in tho negotiation of a treaty with 
Great B ritain over the North A tlan­ 
tic fisheries. 
In 1 895 and 1896 he 
was chairm an of the United S tates 
commission on deep waterways that 
investigated 
the canal possi bill ties 
between the great lakes and the At 
lantio 
seaboard. 
For 
one year 
1897, he served as United States 
minister to Turkey.
